INQUEST CONCLUDES IN CASE 
OF H. SCHOLLERMAN; VERDICT 
OF DEATH BY HIS OWN HAND 


Hearing Is Continued Last Night by Coroner Alexander Forin—-Evi- 
dence of Detectives Tell of Forbidden Newspapers Found 
in Deceased’s House—A. F. A. Coyne and 


Others Give Testimony 


“That Henrich Schollerman came to 
his death on April 8, 1917, at 7 p.m, 
at the Royal Alexandra Hospital, as a 
result of a bullet wound inflicted by 
himself.” 

The above was the verdict of the 
eoroner’s Jury which was brought in 
laastinight about fifteen minutes after 
Coroner Forin had finished his charge, 
If his charge, the coroner stated that 
it was unnecessary to make a state- 
m@Mt in the verdict as to their opinion 
régarding the reasons which caused 
the deceased to decide to take his own 
life. 

It will be remembered that Schol- 
leyman was arrested and charged with 
bé@ing in possession of prohibited Ger- 
Manenewspapers and, the case being 
adjourned, he was released on bail, In 
theghorning, when due to appear again 
afthe police court, he was found lying 
un@dnscious in hie shack with a bullet 


Woukd in the head and a revoiver 
lying by hfs side. He never rallied and 
after lving in an unconscious conidl- 
tian for several days at the hospital 
passed away, 

Four witnesses were called by Dr. 


before the adjourned 
session of the jury, the first being Win. 
J. Gillam, the officer who arrested 
Sehollermuan upon the charge of hav- 
ing prohibited German papers in his 
possession. 

Gillam testified that he had made 
the arrest about four o'clock in the 
afternoon on Mareh 21, 1917, after he, 
together with Detective meynolds, had 
searched the promises for about two 
hours. He stated that he went to make 
the arrest because he had a search 
warrant. He himself had laid the in- 
formation which had eaused = the 
search Warrant to be issued. 

Coroner: Why”? 

Witness: From information I receiv- 
ed from a certain parry that there 
were some prohibited papers thtre. 

Coroner: Who told vou that? 

Objected to Question, 

The witness objected to answering 
this question, stating that it was police 
procedure, It was procedure not to 
divulge the names of persons who gave 
information to the police. 

Upon being further questioned on 
titis point, Dr. Forin having explained 
that there was reason for this ques- 
tion, witness stated that he would 
rather see his chief before answering. 

He was excused from answering, 
being allowed to say merely that it 
was by a man at the corner of Na- 
mayo and Jasper. He had met a man 
who had been in the States. The re- 
me@rk was made of the number of 
Germans who had been purchasing 
newspapers at the corner of Namuayo 
and. Jasper. This gentleman had of- 
ferea to give him some définite infor- 
mation by a letter 

Witness: From the contents of the 
letter I laid the information and got 
permission to search ene shack. 

Dr. Forin explained that he could 
understand how a man would tell the 
police for patriotic purposes, and 
would give the benefit of the doubt 
that the person who had given the 
information had done so from patrio- 
tie impulses. 

Witness, upon being questioned fur- 
ther about the motive of the person 
who Jaid the information, stated that 
he had since read certain things in 
The Bulletin which gave him the im- 
pression that there might be other 
motives. 

Asks to Make Statement. 

Shortly afterwards a voice from the 
back of the room was heard request- 
ing permission to make a statement. 

Coroner: What about. 

Answer: In regard to the statement 
in the evening paper. I would like to 
say something about these seditious 
statements that refer to my character. 
About these letters— 

Coroner: “Are you a mind reader?" 

Answer: “T would like to say some- 
thing about these—” 

Coroner: You won't say much here 
unless you keep quiet. 

. After the interruption, the witness 
continued to testify about searching 
the premises and the finding of a let- 
ter in the barn that was evidently in- 
tended for the editor of some German 
paper. Witness had previously stated 
that this letter had admittedly been 
written by the deceased, 

The letter, was not read out in pub- 
lic, but was shown to the jury. The 
coroner stated that it was neither 
signed nor dated. 

The witness was then questioned re- 
garding those who were present in the

shack when he arrived. Mrs. J. H. 
Merrick was there, sitting near the 
door, and after some edme he had 


found A. T. McAusland in the bed- 
room, he apparently having been there 
all the time, 

German Papers Found, 

When he read the warrant for ar- 
rest, the deceased had said: “AL right, 
go -ahead and — search," German 
papers were found all over the shack, 
hundreds of German papers. The 
witness was not able to read Germ 
and so he had to refer to Mr 
nolds, who was with him, whether the 
papers were those prohibited by law. 

Coroner: Did the deceased make any 
statement about not having bought 
these papers since the law prohibiting 
them had been brought into force? 

Witness: He said he had come back 
from House River, October 23, 1916, 
and he didn't known about some of 
them, someone must have put them 
under his door, He had admitted 
having read the papers, He said, after

At 6:20 p.m. yesterday iegal 
papers were served on the Bulletin, 
containing the notification that Mr, 
Justice Scott had granted an injune- 
tion restraining both the Bulletin and 
the Journal from publishing the text 
of the letters written by Schollerman 
until Tuesday next, when evidence in 
connection with the injunction will 
be heard, All the papers comprising 
the edition of the Evening Bulletin 
had by that time been printed and 
published, and were either being de- 


livered to subscribers or were on sale 
on the streets. No more copies, how- 
ever, were sold by the Bulletin after 


the receipt of the injunction notice, 
The injunction explains the absence 
of the letters from this morning's

As settlement came in, 
it naturally centred at and radiated 
from the old-trading post. The na- 
tural advantages as ¢ meeting place 
are obvious. Lake Saskatoon was the 
point at which the social life of the 
prairie began. First the prospect, and 
afterwards the realization of the rail- 
ways has brought other and more re- 
eently established points into prom- 
inence. But although Lake Saskatoon 
is now twelve miles from the railway, 
its centra! situation and other advant- 
ages enables it to retain a strong hold 
on the scheme of things on the Grande 
Prairie. 

Although settlement on Grande 
Prairie was still in the pioneer stare 
when war broke out—the = stage at 
which every man finds room and op- 
portunity as in no other condition or 
situation—no part of the population 
of Canada answered more promptly or 
more fully to the call for men for ov- 
erseas service than the pioneer set- 
tiers of Grande Prairie. In the little 
Methodist chureh in the town of Lake 
Saskatoon there is posted up an honor 
roll containing the names of the men 
who have enlisted from the Grande 
Prairie section of the Peace River 
country for empire service overseas.

many other subjects, such as simple 
but efficient remedies for kinds 
of disorders and sickness in horses and 


cattle, and distributed printed pam- 
phlets, describing these simple rem- 
edies, The most suitable breeds of 


eattle and horses for this particular 
district were also pointed out, and 
their characteristics, It is not every 
breed that can stand the severe cli- 
mate, the rough forage, and the flies 
and mosquitoes, and every old timer 
knows instances where new-comers 
brought the wrong kind of animals, 
end lost every one.

Space does not allow the repetition 
of the whole lecture given by Mr. 
Stevens, but without any question 
whatsoever, the matters dealt with are 
so important to homesteaders and 
new-comers into the country that they 
should be printed and sent to every 
farmer. They should be also given 
the widest publicity through every 
immigration office, and annexed to all 
publications in connection with immi- 
gration into Canada, Mr. Belanger, 
from Edmonton, repeated the lecture 
in French, and also explained to the 
audience in English, as well as in 
French, the workings of the ‘Farm- 
er’s Loan,” also the “Cow Bill,” now 
before the house, 


‘The Cow Bill. 


In connection with the latter bill, 
the writer wishes to submil, through 
these columns, to the provincial gov- 
ernment ,the opinion of practical and 
suecessful farmers hereabouts, 

These men, who have the practical 
experience, state that it would be im- 
possible for a man who borrows, un- 
der the “Cow Bill,” $500 worth of 
cattle, to support the stock and its 
increase on a quarter section, 

In the northern lands, where there 
is so much bush, it is obvious that this 
cannot be done, and so the effort of 
the provincial government to assist 
farming and cattle raising is counter- 
acted by the control of the lands by 
the dominion government, The opin- 
ion of these practical farmers is that 
the proper wag to deal with the ques- 
tion is as follows: 

First of all, lands, 25 to 30 miles 
away from a railroad, cannot be farm- 
ed profitably. The distance and the 
bad roads make it practically impossi- 
ble, or extremely difficult, Now these 
lands, which are non-operatable, 
should be leased. For a distance up 
to 60 miles from a railroad, a farmer 
or cattle raiser should lease six sec- 
tions, and as far away as 100 miles,- 
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twelve sections. The price for the 
lease should be graded according to 
the quality of the land, and if pro- 
perly stocked, should be leased for 
twenty years, and if the leaseholder 
has paid all t s and rentals, and 
lived on his 1 for ten years and 
has carried on stock-raising or farm- 
ing to the proper amount, he should 


be permitted to purchase as much as 
three quarters of his leasehold at a 
stated price. Settlers in the district 
and honorably. discharged soldiers 
should always have the first right of 
application, 

Arrangements could always be made 
dealing with leaseholds, if in course of 
time railroads should be built near 
them. 

We have had a very interesting vis- 
itor here in the person of Madame 
Leandi, who came from Edmonton 
especially to visit the Itallan settle 
ment of Venise, nearby.
